PUPIL STABBED TO DEATH IN ST.LOUIS SCHOOL 


"MERELY A FIGHT BETWEEN TWO BOYS" 


A 15 year old negro student was fatally stabbed by another 
15 year old negro pupil in a hall of Hadley Technical High 
School, St, Louis, on March 19th, Students were changing 
classes shortly after 2:00 P, M,, when a fight occurred in 
front of the engineering classroom, Melvin Taylor, living in 
the Igoe Housing Project, fell to the floor bleeding badly. A 
teacher carried him to the First Aid Room. When it became 
apparent first aid would not suffice, police were called. They 
summoned an ambulance which took the boy to the hospital 
where he died later that evening. 

Reporting on the murder, the negro Argus said: "A teacher 
was questioned about the report of a stabbing and he con¬ 
firmed the fact that a boy had been cut, This teacher, however 
said it didn't seem serious, merely a fight between two 
boys,' ” (Emphasis by WS). Stabblngs at Hadley evidently 
are an everyday occurrance and nothing to be concerned 
about - "merely a fight between two boys,” A student is 
butchered in the school corridor and a negro teacher flip¬ 
pantly passes it off as "merely a fight between two boys." 
This is the low state to which St. Louis schools have fallen 
since they were integrated, The day before this happened, St. 
Louis voters approved a $3,465,000 yearly tax Increase for 
schools, Instead of giving more money to finance integration, 
voters should demand School Supt. Philip J. Hickey be fired 
and the entire Board of Education thrown out of office. 


Before the schools were mixed, Hadley was White. To

check on its present statis. The While Sentinel phoned the 
school. A secretary, obviously* a negress, answered. When 
asked if any Whites now attended, she refused to answer, 
asking instead: "What’s your name?" and "What do you want 
to know for?" When asked again whether any White children 
attended Hadley, she kept repeating: "All the schools in St. 
Louis are integrated.” Finally she said: "If they’re inte¬ 
grated, they must have Whites. You want any more information, 
you call Mr. Hickey.” 

White taxpayers only pay the bills for St. Louis schools - 
they are not supposed to know what is going on. Further in¬ 
vestigation revealed that fortunately there are no longer any 
White students at Hadley. Since there are only two technical 
schools, students from any part of the City may choose which 
one they wish to attend. Students in other schools, both ele¬ 
mentary and high, are assigned to a school by Hickey based 
on geographical boundaries. Before integration Whites could 
go to any White school they wanted to and the same was true 
of negroes and their schools. The boundaries were thought 
up to minimize the shock of integration. 

All Whites Left Mixed School 

Hadley pupils were the only White students in St. Louis who 
had a choice whether to remain and be integrated or transfer 
to O’Fallon Technical High, which, while mixed, contains 
far fewer blacks. Integration began at Hadley in Sept. 1956. 
Before the end of the school year, every single White student 
had either transferred or quit. Inter-racial fights, conflicts 
and disturbances broke out almost daily. One near riot after 
school brought many police to the scene before it was quelled. 
Sticks and metal pipes;’which could be used as clubs, dis¬ 
appeared from the carpentry shop. Naturally, nothing of this 
appeared in the Post or the Globe. They were too busy telling 
their misguided readers what a "success" integration was. 
But the children knew the truth and by June. 1957, every 
White student had left Hadley. Would Hickey, the Board of 
Education or the Post-Dispatch tell the people why, if race¬ 
mixing is such a "success," all the White students at Had¬ 
ley voluntarily left? If the students all favor integration, as 
is claimed, why did they all leave? 

Instead of being honest with the people and trying to do 
something about a bad situation. Hickey gave orders to cover 
everything up. He has been all over the country (even to 
Europe last summer) telling all who would listen how "won¬ 
derful” race-mixing was in St. Louis’ schools. Ford’s Fund 
for the (negroized) Republic spent $50,000 filming a 30 minute 
movie called A City Decides allegedly "proving" how 
successful racial integration was working in St. Louis’ 
schools. The film was a lie - one vicious deception after an¬ 
other. Yet, this false propaganda movie is being shown over 
the nation especially in the South and Border States. Ford's 
Fund for the Republic received its money from the profits 
of the Ford Motor Company.

He was 
hailed by Hollywood as "America's first negro matinee idol.” 
Look Magazine gushed over him in a five page feature article 
and quoted an unnamed White woman newspaper writer as 
"speaking for all Belafonte’s women fans when she says: 
‘He’s as handsome as sin and blessed with sufficient West 
Indian tradition to remind women of romance under an island 
sun. When he's on stage, he makes us feel like doing crazy 
things,’ " One of the purposes Zanuck produced the mon- 
grelizing film was to cause White women to "feel like doing 
crazy things” with negroes. 

A wave of revulsion swept the country. Aging, has-been 
actress Joan Fontaine received so many protesting letters, 
sho-left the country and has not been heard of since. In an 
interview, film tycoon Darryl Zanuck admitted he had re¬ 
ceived thousands of "unprintable” letters because he master 
minded and produced Island in the Sun showing Whites and 
negroes making love on a tropical isle. Zanuck complained: 
"They all start off by calling me a ‘dirty Jew’ when actually 
I’m a Gentile. Then they say they hope my daughter will have 
a child with ‘kinky hair.’ And they go on from there...” He 
says he isn't worried about the "lunatic fringe." letters be¬ 
cause the picture made money, claiming it has grossed 
$5,000,000. 

Belafonte Now On The Skids 

Belafonte was riding high. His recordings were big sellers. 
He was in demand for concert, nightclub and TV appearances. 
Look gleefully reported: "He is now committed to a movie 
career ($200,000 a picture)...His next movie is to be what he 
calls a ‘post-Civil War Western,’ tentatively called The 
Brothers. It’s a story of half-brothers, one White and one ne¬ 
gro. He hopes his friend Marlon Brando will co-star in the 
movie.” Nearly a year later, nothing more had been heard of 
Belafonte's The Brothers. All big movie studios have now 
indictated a new caution about employing Calypso Harry. 
“Too risky; there’ll be too many organized boycotts against 


him.” report producers. Instead of being near the top, his 
recordings have slipped so badly none appear In the first 
45 in sales. Personal appearances have fallen off. 

At the height of Belafonte’s press agent-inspired, synthetic 
popularity, he made a bad mistake. As so many other blacks 
who "arrive," he shed his first wife through a Nevada di¬ 
vorce and hastily married a dancer of Russian-Jewish de¬ 
scent whom he had met while attending classes at the com¬ 
munistic New School of Social Research in New York. The 
woman's father, who is in the music publishing business, 
quickly became his son-in-law’s business manager, so per¬ 
haps love and business were combined. Soon after the March 
8th, 1957, marriage, Look reported the couple would have a 
baby “in December.” When the baby was born in August, it 
partly explained the negro’s haste to marry the White woman, 
Zanuck paid him $200,000 to make inter-racial love on the 
screen, so why not put it into practice in real life, reasoned 
Harry? Many who paid to view Island in the Sun were repulsed 
by his role. Others, Including members of his own race, ob¬ 
jected to his affair with the White woman while still married 
to a negress resulting in divorce and a "shot-gun" wedding. 

Belafonte didn’t.turn out to be "America's first negro 
matinee idol’.' as hopefully, predicted by Hollywood and Look 
Magazine. But already press agents are busy building up more 
negro "idols” to take his place. As soon as one negro fails 
to make the grade, the moguls of the entertainment industry 
have another ready to foist on the public. It is all part of the 
brainwashing to Integrate and mongrelize America.

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IKE ASK FOR MORE 
INTEGRATED HOUSING 

Presented as an "anti-recession” measure, the 
House of Representatives passed a $1,850,000,000 
emergency housing bill without debate or a record 
vote. Included in the bill is $140,000,000 for 10,000 
additional integrated public housing units. There are 
already some 1,750,000 housing units in the country. 
The bill now goes to the Senate which can amend the 
measure by deleting the $140,000,000 altogether or 
by reducing the figure. 

Public Housing A Miserable Failure 

The White Sentinel has frequently shown integrated 
public housing to be a wasteful extravagance as well 
as harmful to the tenants and the neighborhoods 
where such projects are built. Even the negro press 
admits: "In New York where integrated public hous¬ 
ing has been the reformers’ goal for years, it is now 
disclosed that in some projects teen-agers tend to 
associate by racial groups, and this has resulted in 
severe incidents. Moreover, despite all efforts to mix 
tenants, projects in and near colored areas tend to 
become racially darker and darker, with Whites leav¬ 
ing as soon as possible.” 

The negro Courier admitted editorially, March 8, 
1958: "The stany-eyed plans of the reformers called 
for racial integration of all public housing projects, 
but this has been a complete flop even in the 
Swanker Title 1 Housing; because in New York,as 
elsewhere, White people in the main do not want to 
live in racially integrated housing and do everything 
possible to avoid doing so." Yet, politicians in 


housing officials say, White families tend to move out. Among 
reasons given by those who leave are that crime, juvenile delin¬ 
quency and dilapidation tend to become serious problems in such 
(integrated) projects. The Citizens Housing and Planning Council 
of New York, after a 15 month study, concluded: 'Public housing 
is being stigmatized as a bad place to live by normal (White) low- 
income families of good standards.’ The situation in public hous¬ 
ing is one aspect of social problems that have come to New York 
as negroes and Puerto Ricans grow in numbers. Officials withhold 
racial statistics on crime and relief rolls." 

To Integrate Projects In South NAACP Goal 

Public housing projects are being used in the North and Border 
States to race-mix White neighborhoods. Unfortunate White families 
are compelled to live with negroes until such time as they are able, 
often at great sacrifice, to move out. To further the process of 
mixing, black agitators are now demanding that no more projects 
be built in all-negro areas. Harlem spokesmen have petitioned New 
York's City Housing Authority not to proceed with the next 2 
scheduled projects there, but to build them in White neighborhoods 
so the black plague can move in. 

Three days after the Supreme Court’s Black Monday decision, 
the NAACP filed suit in Federal court to integrate Savannah. 
Georgia's housing projects. This suit is now pending before the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the Fifth District located in New Orleans 
Whatever the outcome there, the case will go to the Supreme Court 
which will rule that no project anywhere in the country can ex¬ 
clude negroes. Then the NAACP will file .suits in local Southern 
communities to compel housing authorities to racially integrate 
their, projects. If there are any objections, Elsenhower will be 
asked to send the paratroopers to let the Southern White people 
know who’s running the country. 

Southern Politicians Vote For Integrated Housing 




Washington continue to appropriate hundreds of 
millions of dollars for more and more integrated 
housing. 

U. S. News & World Report commented: "Today, 
(in New York), about 39% of all public housing for 
low-income families is occupied by negroes and 14% 
by Puerto Ricans. Most of these are located in 
racially Integrated projects that were built in White 
neighborhoods. Where projects have substantial 
numbers of negro and Puerto Rican families, public

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RUSSIA SEGREGATES WHILE 

TELLING TO INTEGRATE 

Asiatics Segregated In Central Asian Schools 

Soviet Russia is divided racially, as it is geographically, 
by the Ural Mountains. On one side of the Urals is Europe 
with a predominantly Caucasian population; on the other Asia 
with a largely Oriental population. Both races are strictly 
segregated in the schools of Central Asia - Europeans attend 
one; Asiatics another. In 1955, Robert Kennedy, now chief 
counsel for the Senate "labor rackets" committee, made an 
extensive tour of Asiatic Russia, called Central Asia, with 
Supreme Court Justice William Douglas. Upon his return, Mr. 
Kennedy reported: 

"The Russians maintain one set of schools for their children 
and one set of schools for the local people. It is a segregated 
school system. The explaination the officials gave us is that 
people like their own schools...All I know is that segregation 
exists. In' every city that we Visited in Central Asia, the 
schools were segregated - the Russian school children in one 
school - the local children in another." When Mr. Kennedy 
was asked if there was a difference in color between the 
Russians and the natives, he replied, "Oh yes, they are com¬ 
pletely different. The Russians are European, while the 
natives are Mongolian - a dark race." 

Justice Douglas, who played an important role in the in¬ 
famous Black Monday decision, concurred with Mr. Kennedy's 
findings. He wrote; “The Soviets have foisted segregation 
on Central Asia. There are separate schools for the natives 
and separate schools for the Russians. The native schools 
are taught by native teachers. The teachers in the Russian 
schools are almost always Russians." 

In his book Russian Journey, Douglas comments: "Some 
Uzbek teachers in Tashkent and some Kazakhs who were in 
the AlmaAta City Government defended segregation, pointing 
with pride to the provisions in the state constitution that the 
native people are guaranteed the right to receive public 
school education in the native language. And so they are. 
But the natives are still at a loss to justify the practice of 
putting the Russians in separate schools." 

Integration Didn’t Work In Central Asia 

The Soviet rulers defend their segregation policies as being 
"desirable from a cultural standpoint - to preserve the cul¬ 
tural traditions of the native peoples." The real reason is 
that they are desperate to produce highly skilled scientists, 
engineers, physicists, chemists, biologists and all types of 
technicians. They found that mixing the colored races of 
Central Asia with Caucasians lowered ability and educational 
standards. So, as Douglas put it, "The Soviets foisted segre¬ 
gation on Central Asia.” Racial integration and mongrel! - 
zation are for export, not for use in Russia. They <\r? weap¬ 
ons used by the Communist Fifth Column in At :a to 
weaken, demoralize, corrupt - to flood White educat: ’ in¬ 
stitutions with negroes thereby retarding the progres.- • •’•■he 
better White students.

The "liberals cry: “What will Russia think 
of us unless we integrate?" Yet, Russia it¬ 
self practices racial segregation. Will Com¬ 
munist Russia suddenly begin to love cap¬ 
italistic America if we amalgamate with ne¬ 
groids? How ridiculous can the "liberals" 
get? 

India’s caste system holds 60,000,000 Un¬ 
touchables under conditions worse than 
slavery while Nehru makes pious speeches 
against segregation in America. If America 
can't gain India’s friendship by the millions 
of bushels of wheat and other aid given to 
feed India's starving millions, it certainly 
can’t gain it by race-mixing.

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Satchmo Stands up NAACP Rally 

Gravel-throated Lou Armstrong, a negro Jungle jazz entertainer who likes to be 
called * ‘satchel-mouth," has NAACP officials up in arms. They wanted to honor 
him for his blast (see Oct. WS) against the United States in which he said "the 
Government can go to hell’’ because Eisenhower did not send Federal troops 
quickly enough to enforce integration in Little Rock. Learning that the jazz trum¬ 
peter was to be in Detroit, the NAACP arranged for arally at the Veterans Memo¬ 
rial in honor of Armstrong and announced that an award would be presented to 
him. The blights waited for four hours for Satchmo and then left in disgust without 
being able to present him with the citation. NAACP officials desperately tried to 
contact him and claimed that his appearance had been cleared through his New 
York office. 

Questioned by reporters for his failure to attend, Lou said: "As far as I’m con¬ 
cerned, the folks who pay to hear me play are the most Important. If I gotta be 
honor guest here and honor guest there and get citations and say howd-do and be 
polite and all that stuff, t h e n I got no time to go out there and perform for the 
Dating customers. If I gotta be guest of honor every place they say in New York 
I gotta be, then they gotta stop booin me to give performances." So Armstrong 
held a press conference, went to bed and left for Canada the next morning leaving 
the NAACP stuck with one unused citation for racial agitation. Furious NAA CP 
officials said everything had been arranged weeks before and the least Satchmo 
could have done would have been to notify them he would not show up instead 
of letting them wait for four hours. 

Armstrong, who became the darling of the NAACP and the Communists after his 
savage attack upon the people of the United States and the Government, evidently 
wants no part of the NAACP. The wave of indignation and revulsion which swept 
America after the attack by this ungrateful negro hurt both his ego and his pocket- 
book. He apologized to the President and hired an expensive set of press agents 
to undo the damage he had done. They probably told him to stay away from the 
NAACP. Satchmo, a "reformed” drug addict, even has nice things to say about 
the South now. Playing in the Indoor Stadium at Duke University, Feb. 11th, he 
said: “I’m glad to be back home.

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RED CROSS OFFICIALS HELP 

KILL PURE BLOOD BILL 


The bill introduced in the Georgia Legislature by Senator 
Frank Quill Sammon, Jr., of Lawrenceville, to label as to 
race all blood used in the State for transfusions (see Feb. 
WANS) passed the Senate unanimously. Under provisions of 
the bill all whole blood collected and transfused into the 
veins or arteries of patients would be "labeled Caucasian, 
Negroid or Mongoloid or some suitable abbreviation of such 
words so as to clearly indicate the race of the donor of such 
blood." The bill was amended in committee to take out a 
provision that persons receiving a transfusion or their rela¬ 
tives would be advised as to the race of the blood used. The 
measure provided misdemeanor penalties of up to 18 months 
imprisonment and $1,000 fine. 

Shouted Down In House 

It is difficult to understand how any rational person of aver¬ 
age intelligence could oppose a bill which would have as¬ 
sured needy patients and their families that Caucasian blood 
would be pumped into their veins instead of Negroid or Mon¬ 
goloid. How could anyone object to having blood available 
for transfusions labeled as to race? Yet, the Georgia House 
of Representatives "shouted down the bill" by voting to table 
it indefinitely; thereby killing the measure at least for this 
session. It was defeated by a voice vote so that the “honor¬ 
able" Representatives would not have to go on record and 
later explain to their constituents why they object to only 
White blood being given White patients. Only a few "No" 
votes were heard in opposition to having the measure tabled 
indefinitely. 

Red Cross Officials Lobbied Against Bill 

The move to table was made by Rep. W. C. Parker of Bax¬ 
ley, After Parker made his motion, Rep. James Mackay of 
Decatur "rushed to the microphone and shouted that the bill 
was opposed by the Georgia Hospital Association and by 
persons connected with Red Cross blood banks." Parker 
gave as his reasons for opposing pure blood and favoring the 
use of negro blood In transfusions given to White patients: 
"If I were dying, I wouldn't care what kind of blood I got If 
it saved my life. And besides, I think I have enough White 
blood that it would overcome any little dab of any other kind 
I might need to remain alive." 

Stampeded by the lobbying pressure of the Hospital Assoc¬ 
iation and the Red Cross, the House killed the pure blood 
bill after making sure the vote was to be taken by voice so 
that no names would be recorded. The Red Cross, an al¬ 


legedly charitable organization (although few servicemen 
consider it as such), has placed itself on record as opposing 
the right of Whites to even choose the blood that will be 
pumped into their veins through the actions of its officials 
in lobbying against Sen. Sammon's pure blood bill. The 
Georgia House, with the exception of a few members, the 
Hospital Association and the Red Cross have a great deal 
of explaining to do. White Sentinel readers in Georgia should 
contact their Representatives and demand to know why they 
opposed this bill. 

Red Cross Deception 

The August, 1953, White Sentinel first exposed the fact that 
the Red Cross was no longer labeling its blood stocks due to 
pressure from the United Nations.* After this information 
was released, John S. Billings, Director of Field Services, 
Southeastern Area, American National Red Cross, denounced 
the National Citizens Protective Association saying: "We 
do not know what is motivating the National Citizens Pro¬ 
tective Association in releasing such information. We are 
referring the Information to our National Headquarters, re¬ 
questing that an Investigation be made, because of the un¬ 
warranted and well nigh insidious implications of the state¬ 
ment released by the National Citizens Protective Assn.” 

Mr. Billings quoted the basic policy of the Red Cross Pro¬ 
gram as:"...whenever necessary to Insure the success of the 
plan, chapters will collect and hold blood In such a manner 
as to give the physician and patient the right of selection at 
the time of administration." Mr. Billings’ statement was made 
on April 8, 1954. He was either deliberately lying or unaware 
that on Nov. 20, 1950, the Board of Governors of the Red 
Cross, meeting in Chicago, made null and void its previous 
voluntary blood segregation policy and ordered that no racial 
identification be permitted on any blood collected by its 
blood banks in the future. 

Dr. Howard H. Montgomery, Director of the Eastern Area 
Blood Program, American National Red Cross, has flatly 
stated: "The race of the donor has not been shown on any 
Red Cross records or on the labels applied to the bottles of 
blood since 1951.” How can either the physician or the 
patient choose Caucasian blood under its present policy? 
It is shocking to have an orgainzation, depending for its very 
existence on the charity of White Americans, deliberately mix 
the blood it collects. It is even worse when its high officials 
use deception and falsification in an attempt to cover up its 
blood-mixing program.

The Blood Should Be Kept Separate 

In a letter dated Nov. 22, 1957, Dr. Sam T. 
Gibson, Director Blood Program, American 
National Red Cross,sought to Justify mixing 
the blood because: "Persons suffering from 
sickle cell anemia are excluded as blood 
donors by the hemoglobin test Just as any 
other person with anemia Is excluded. The 
defect (sickle cell anemia) exists In the 
forming organs and cannot be transmitted by 
the blood cells themselves.” Furthermore, 
it Is the official policy of the Red Cross 
that "there Is no difference In the blood of 
humans based upon race or color.” 

The National Citizens Protective Assoc¬ 
iation Is pleased to have it officially stated 
that Red Cross blood Is tested for sickle 
cell anemia, but that is not the point. The 
fact that dreaded, hereditary blood disease, 
for which there is no known cure, Is found 
only in persons with negroid blood should 
be sufficient proof that there is a difference 
between Caucasian ahd negroid blood. We 
have repeatedly asked the blood-mixers why 
sickle cell anemia Is found only in negroes 
and part negroes, but we have never been 
able to get an answer. 

Aside from the presence of sickle cell 
anemia In Negroid blood, all blood contains 
the secretions of the body glands such as 
testicles, ovaries, thyroid, pituitary, etc. 
Few Whites would deliberately choose to 
have negro blood transfused into their veins. 
Why is the Red Cross so determined to con¬ 
tinue mixing the blood that Its officials will 
lie about it and lobby against a bill In the 
Georgia Legislature to give people a choice? 
The position of the National Citizens Pro¬ 
tective Association Is that blood should be 
labeled by race In order for patients, their 
relatives and physicians to have a choice of 
blood used in transfusions. Why should this 
even be controversial? In these days of race- 
mixing, has it become a "crime” to want 
White blood? These questions should be 
answered not only by the Red Cross bureau¬ 
crats, but by the members of the Georgia 
House of Representatives who shouted down 
Senator Sammon's pure blood bill.

VIE THE UNDERSIGNED: 

Each being a white law abiding American citizen, of the city of Dallas and 
State of Texas, wishing to preserve the peace and tranquility of our 
Community having one and only one objective and purpose, that of preserving 
our rights and privileges under the Constitution of the United States of 
America) being fully aware that the United States Supreme Court has decreed 
racial segregation in our public schools to he unconstitutional) 

DO HEREBY DECLARE: 

That said Supreme Court of the United States did base their decree on section 
one (1) of amendment fourteen (14) of the Constitution of the United States 
of America. Said section of said amendment reads as follows: 

"All persons born or naturalized in the United States and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof are citizens of the United Ttates and of the State 
wherein they reside. No State shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States, nor 
6hall any State deprive any person of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, nor deny any person within it's jurisdiction equal protection 
of the laws," 


VIE FURTHERMORE DECLARE: 

That it is our sincere belief that the fourteenth (l4th) amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States of America has been misconstrued by said 
Supreme Court of the United States of America in direct violation of 
araemdments both numbers nine (9) and ten (10) of the Constitution of the 
United States of America. 

IN AS MUCH AS: 

Amendment number nine (9) reading as follows: 

"The enumeration in the Constitution of certain rights shall not be construed 
to deny or disparage others retained by the people," 

VIE HEREBY DEMAND OUR CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES) 
to retain the right for ourselves and our children to associate with people

That ve do not believe in social rights ae defined by said Supreme Court 
in as much as ve believe ve as veil as our children are entitled to conduct 
our social life for vhat ve knox; and believe is in our best interest and 
that of our children. 

UR FURTHER DECLARE: 

That the problem of racial segregation has been solved four (4) timee before 
and declared Constitutional by the Supreme Courts of the past, and ve feel 
that four (k) to one (l) is a very substantial majority. 


THEREFORE: 

We urge that the members of the Dallas Bord of Education be fully ax/are 
of the grave consequences involved in desegregation of our public schools. 

We also recommend the clergy in Dallas preach the entire Bible and not the 
parts the church board specifies. 

We feel that God in his infinite x?isdom created everything and that if God 
had intended every man to be alike he x/ould have made him so in the beginning. 
We moot sincerely believe that if each end. every man, both black and xfhite 
shall study his Bible and also study vorld conditions as they exist today 
they shall rise as one and put doxm the force ve believe is trying to 
destroy us all. 

THEREFORE: 

We believe in the mutual interest of all of Us this should not be an issue 
of education but an issue of far more importance to all of us. 


THEREFORE: 

We urge you to make an exhaustive study of the precarious position in vhich 
you have boen placed, as x;ell as the pupils of all public schools both white 
and black. We feel that our children should have a voice in this matter as 
they are the ones affected; however it is our responsibility to do vhat 
is best for them, 

We urge you to take your time and do x;hat is best for all children in our 
public schools.

CITIZEN’S COUNCIL". 

BY-LAWS O F T5E OAK CLIFF "SITE CITIZ ENS 1 COUNCIL , Dallas, Texas 



There shall be a Board of Directors in number twelve to be elected from 
the membership. The Board of Directors shall meet at their discretion or on 
call frota any officer, and nine members present shall be considered a quorum/ 

From the Boavd of Directors there shall be selected a President, who shall 
also serve as Chairman of the Board of Directors: a Vice-President/ a f 
Secretary-Treasure!', all of whom are to be selected from the Board of Directory 
and who shall nave the duties usually incident to their respective offices; 

Said Board of Directors is authorized and empowered to fully and complete¬ 
ly control the business and affairs of the Organization; and included therein 
but not limited thereto, the following powers are vested in said Board of 
Directors: 

From among the Board of Directors the president will name a chairman for 
each of the four committees recommended for all councils, namely: 

Inform a tion and Ed u cation P olitical and Elections 

Membership and Fjhan ce Legal Advisory 

The chairmen so named may select from the membership as many as he deems 
practical and necessary to do the job. And he will furnish to the Secretary- 
Treasurer the names, addresses and telephbne of those selected. 

The Board of Directors is vested with full and exclusive power respecting 
the requirements for membership and the grounda for expulsion from membership, 
and may by majority vote, expel any member at any time. Only American citizens 
of the White race who are not now and never have been a member of any 
Communist group or subversive organization, and who believe in and will support 
by every lawful means, the principle of racial segregation, are eligible for 
membership. 

All applications for membership shall be approved by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors and dues for a life-time membership shall be Ctad Dollar.
